Liv ing His 
Last Ho urs 


LAMBARENE, Gabon ( A P ) - 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer “ is liv ing 
in calm his last hou rs am ong 
u s,” Dr. W alter Mu nz reported 
Satu rday . 
“ His 
circu lation 
sy stem 
is 
falling, his heart is weakening, 
the kidney s hav e stopped fu nc­ 
tioning,” said Dr. Mu nz, m edi­ 
cal head of the legendary ju ngle 
hospital 
fou nded 
by 
Dr. 
Schweitzer. 
“ His face is showing peace,” 
sai d Dr. Schweitzer’s dau ghter, 
R hena Eckert. “ It looks calm 
and relax ed.” 
A m essage sent abroad ear­ 
lier to 
relativ es 
and 
close 
friends said: “ He is dy ing.” 
“There Is no m ore hope of 
hu m an 
effort 
that can 
sav e 
him ,” said Mrs. Eckert. 
She showed signs of fatigu e 
and sleepless nights. 
“ Another 
m an 
wou ld 
hav e 
giv en u p long ago,” she said. 
“ Bu t m y father was stronger 
than m ost m en.”

Work at the hospital went on 
as 
u su al. 
Attendants 
mov ed 
abou t 
q u ietly , 
howev er, 
and 
doctors perform ed their chores 
conv ersing in whispers. An in­

Schweitzer was ov ercome by 
fatigu e Su nday after receiv ing a 
nu m ber of v isitors du ring Ga­ 
bon’s observ ance of the fifth 
anniv ersary of its independence. 
He has been ill ev er since. 
Dr. Dav id Miller, American 
heart specialist su mmoned to 
Schweitzer’s bedside, reported

Tu esday , “ barring a m iracle.” 
“ God gav e him a fu ll life,” 
Dr. M iller said. “ No m an cou ld 
hav e done better.”

of two dormitories 
and an addition to the Student 
Union at Central Missouri State 
College, Warresnburg, has been 
approved by the Community 
Facilities Administration of the

Finance Agency, it has been 
announced by 
CMS President 
Warren C. Lovinger. 
The college was informed by 
Senators Stuart Symington and 
Edward Long, of Missouri, and 
by 
Representative William J 
Randall 
(Independence) 
that 
the loan had been approved. 
The two dormitories, which 
are actually extensions of pres­ 
ent buildings, will house more 
than 1.000 students—some 696 
men and 394 women. 
J. E. Dunn Construction Com­ 
pany, Kansas City, which will 
build all the new buildings, is to 
have the dorms ready for oc­ 
cupancy by September, 1966. 
The addition to the Union is to 
be finished sometime after that.

W ASHINGTON — I dropped arou nd to a 
reception at the Bu lgarian legation to say 
goodby to the Bu lgarian minister, Ly u bo 
mir Popov , a bou ncy , friendly , little man 
who was going home to sit at the American 
desk of his gov ernment’s foreign office. 
Some day s later I attended an interesting 
dinner at Georgetown Univ ersity , the famed

The commu nist legation of Bu lgaria and

Georgetown wou ld seem abou t as far apart 
as y ou cou ld get, y et there is one interest­ 
ing tie between them. 


I attended the Bu lgarian 
reception 
be­ 
cau se after World War I, I was in charge 
of one bu ndled Bu lgarian prisoners rebu ild­ 
ing bombed-ou t v illages in the mou ntains 
of Serbia. 1 got to know' Bu lgarians at that 
time, like them, learned 
to 
speak 
their 
langu age 


Bu lgaria was then u nder a down at the 
heel monarchy which cost them a lot of 
u nnecessary money and which they chu cked 
in fav or of commu nism. 1 hold no brief for 
either. Bu t 1 do hold a brief for the right 
of any cou ntry to decide on its own sy stem 
of gov ernment as long as they work for 
peace. 


The Bond of Peace 


At the Bu lgarian reception was Sen Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, a dev ou t Catholic 
and a dedicated pu blic serv ant, who had 
come to say goodby to the Bu lgarian minis­ 
ter becau se Mike also believ es in bridges 
to peace.

John Gro- 
nou ski, a former teacher at Way ne Univ er­ 
sity in Detroit and the Univ ersity of Wis­ 
consin, is leav ing the cabinet to become 
ambassador to Poland, which like Bu lgaria 
is commu nist, hu t wants friendly relations 
with the United States. 
1 hav e been criticized by some people 
ev er since I first adv ocated people-to-people 
friendship in 1947 , and I su ppo?se President 
Johnson will be criticized also for his rea­ 
sons for sending Gronou ski to Poland. 
The Liberty 
Lobby , 
which

sev eral million copies of a v iciou s smear 
sheet against him last fall, has been propa­ 
gandizing against his Consu lar Treaty with 
Ru ssia to a point where 
Senate 
leaders 
hav e side-tracked the treaty . 
And the You ng Americans for Freedom, 
the right wing y ou th mov ement, raised so 
mu ch fu ror ov er Firestone Ru bber signing 
a contract with Ru mania to bu ild a sy n­ 
thetic ru bber factory in that cou ntry that 
Firestone finally pu lled ou t of the contract. 
Some of these right wing leaders, thou gh 
not say ing mu ch abou t it, are happy to 
make money in East-West ex change. Take 
the Diners Clu b, which has ju st embraced 
as director Sen. George Mu rphy , the Cali­ 
fornia Repu blican ex - actor 
who saw so 
many commu nists u nder beds last fall 
The president of the Diners Clu b is Alfred 
Bloomingdale. who is high u p in technicolor, 
the organization ru n by Patrick Frawley , 
the right wing rabble rou ser on the West 
Coast. 
Howev er, their Diners Clu b now 
does 
bu siness in commu nist Yu goslav ia and has 
annou nced the beginning of operations in 
commu nist 
Czechoslov akia 
and 
Bu lgaria 
nex t month. 
Howev er, it remains a

People-To-People Policy or the Bridges-To- 
The-East Policy or whatev er y ou want to 
call it, is definitely working. The small com­

MORRAN D. HARRIS (State 
Representativ e St. Clair Cou nty , 
Osceola, Mo.) — I wou ld like to 
su ggest the following compro­ 
mise solu tion of the Legislativ e 
Re-apportionment impasse: 


• That we rev ise the law we 
ju st passed setting u p district 
bou ndaries to : 
(1) bring all 
districts within 10 per cent of 
the av erage; (2) eliminate the 
div ision of cou nties, other than 
those which mu st be div ided 
becau se of size, insofar as pos­ 
sible; and (3) correct other ap­ 
parent irregu larities. Sev enteen 
small ru ral cou nties were div id­ 
ed in the law and fou r ru ral 
districts are more than 10 per 
cent abov e or below av erage. 
Twelv e of these cou nties can be 
left u ndiv ided and the fou r ru ral 
districts can be brou ght within 
10 per cent of av erage withou t 
mu ch trou ble and withou t any 
su bstantial change in the law. 
All of the sev en districts in 
Jackson Cou nty which dev iate 
more than 10 per cent from the 
av erage tou ch districts which 
dev iate su bstantially in the op- 
poste direction; hence adju st­ 
ments shou ld be easy there.

HO, after President Johnson, is 
the highest-paid “public servant” 
in Washington? The Vice President? 
The 
Chief Justice 
of 
the United 
States? The Secretary of State? 


Actually, it’s a 15-year-old black bear in the 
Washington zoo! He’s the legendary Smokey 
Bear, who helps prevent forest fires. 
Last year Smokey earned $53,586.19. So far 
this year, he has been averaging $9,000 a month. 
If his earnings continue at this rate, he will even 
surpass the President’s $100,000 annual salary 
before the year is out. 
Smokey is so famous that Public Law 359— 
the Smokey Bear Act—makes it an offense pun­ 
ishable by six months in a federal penitentiary 
to use his picture commercially without pay. 
Consequently, since 1953. Smokey has received 
$323,000 in royalties from 58 products bearing 
his endorsement. They include everything from 
ash trays and cigarette snuffers to litter bags 
and T shirts. Every penny of this income goes to 
the Cooperative Forest Fire Prevention Fund. 
Smokey Bear may be America’s most illustri­ 
ous animal. His mail is so voluminous that he 
has his own zip-code number, 20252. More than 
1,000 cards and letters, many addressed only to 
“Smokey Bear, U.S.A.” or “Smokey, Washing­ 
ton,” arrive daily. All correspondence— 300,000 
pieces a year— is answered. 
Hi* fan mail is often quite personal. For 
example, one youngster’s letter, marked “Spe­ 
cial Del.” (but without the 30 cents special- 
dehvery postage), read: “Smokey Bear. I squash 
out cigarettes. I put out fire with water and not 
leave things in the hot sun to burn. My big 
brothers laugh that you not a real bear. Will 
you answer me for not burning the wood.” 
Another youngster’s post card read: “The 
grownups drink beer and smoke in back-yard 
barbque and might start the woods on fire. Do 
I call police or will you do it?” 
A boy who faced similar problems didn’t wait 
for action by police or Smokey: “They talking 
to company and do not pay attention to what 
ey doing and might burn up our forest. So 
I dip all the new cigarettes and matches in wa­ 
ter, and . ,

t w a s a b e a u t i f u l June 
day as o ur Pan American 
7 07 ro ared do wn the runway 
at San Francisco Interna­ 
tio nal Airpo rt and to o k o ff 
into the clear, sunlit sky . 
We were bo und fo r Ho no lulu, 14 3 
passengers and a crew o f 10—just 
a ro utine jet flight, safer than a 
Sunday auto mo bile driv e. 
Then, a b rup tly, the ca lm wa s 
sha ttered a s the a ircra ft sho o k 
vio lently! 
Fro m where I sat (in the co ckpit 
behind the captain, Charles Kimes), 
I co uldn’t see what was wro ng. But 
many o f the passengers co uld. They 
were fearfully aware that the far- 
right engine had ex plo ded and hur­ 
tled away —and that the o uter part 
o f the wing was o n fire! 
At first, all that Captain Kimes 
co uld do was keep the shaking ship 
under co ntro l. To prev ent the plane 
fro m flipping o v er o r div ing do wn­ 


ward, he equalized the ex tra push 
o f the two left engines by co n­ 
stantly changing the rudder po si­ 
tio n and ro lling up the left ailero n. 
He did this instinctiv ely , auto mati­ 
cally , as practiced in training mis­ 
sio ns under simulated co nditio ns. 
The No . 4 engine’s fire indicato r 
came o n, and the alarm bell began 
ringing stridently in the co ckpit. 
Captain Kimes turned o ff the No . 
4 engine, and Fred Miller, the first 
o fficer, directed the fire-ex tinguish­ 
ing agent against it. 
I called the San Francisco to wer 
to request clearance fo r an immedi­ 
ate return to the airpo rt. But my 
message didn’t get thro ugh. The 
mo untains we had just cro ssed were 
blo cking co mmunicatio n. Then, quite 
unex pectedly , I heard a third v o ice 
repeating o ur message! So meo ne— 
I still do n’t kno w who —had heard 
the message and was relay ing it 
fo r us. 
By no w, Captain Kimes had re­ 
assessed the situatio n. “ Better 
that may day [the distress-signal 
wo rd],” he to ld me. A sho rt time

after that, a Co ast Guard plane, 
high eno ugh abo v e us to clear the 
mo untain hurdle, started relay ing 
o ur messages and stay ed with us 
thro ugho ut the flight. 
We had just go ne thro ugh the 
regular drill—selecting a discharge 
agent, sto pping all liquids fro m 
flo wing to the engine, etc.—when 
the first o fficer repo rted that the 
wing tip had blo wn o ff. This co uld 
be it, I said to my self. 
But ev ery thing happened so rap­ 
idly —no mo re than 4 6 seco nds had 
elapsed fro m the first alarm until 
the indicato rs sho wed that the 
fire was under co ntro l—that there 
was no time to think abo ut any ­ 


thing ex cept what we were trained 
to do in an emergency . Tho se 45 
critical seco nds co uld well hav e 
meant the difference between life 
and death. 
But the danger was far fro m 
o v er. Acco rding to the ex perts, no 
plane with 30 feet o f a wing miss­ 
ing sho uld hav e been able to stay 
alo ft. And it co uldn't hav e with 
any o ne less capable than Charles 
Kimes at the co ntro ls. 
After the fir* was ex tinguished, 
I went back into the passenger co m­ 
partment and met the purser, Harry 
Green, co ming fo rward. “ We’re in 
a may day situatio n,” I to ld him. 
“ I do n’t kno w whether we can stay 
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airbo rne. We may hav e to go do wn 
o n land o r o n water.’ 
The 5 2-y ear-o ld Green was 
calmest man I ev er 
He fo l­ 
lo wed my directio ns precisely . When 
I went back into the cabin a seco nd 
time to make sure the fire had re­ 
mained ex tinguished, thepassengers 
were in their life jacket* go ing 
thro ugh their e m e r g e n c y -la n d in g 
drill. They respo nded beautifully . 
Of co urse, there were so me who 
sho wed their fear mo re o penly than 
o thers-such as the man who tugged 
o n my sleev e, no ne to o gently . Are 
we go ing to make it? ” he whispered.

Back in the co ckpit, the feeling 
was tense but calm. We knew tha 
if things go t wo rse we wo uld hav e 
to ditch. Captain Kimes * alted 
few mo re mo ments befo re he made 
his anno uncement to the passenger*. 
When he did, his remarks no t o nly 
captured their attentio n but were a 
reassurance to all o f us. ^ 
“ We are hav ing a mino r Pro ~‘ 
lem,” he said. Then-and y o u co uld 
almo st “ hear" the smile o n his face 
—he added, “ Co me to think o f it, 
it’s no t so mino r.” 
Co pt. Kimo s M M to pro ceed 
to Trav is Air Fo rce Base and to ld 
me to relay that info rmatio n to 
the Co ast Guard plane. 
One o f my jo bs is to be a kind 
o f back-seat driv er to the P'lo t^ 
to mo nito r and check ev ery thing 
he say s and do es. Befo re I returned 
to no rmal fly ing pro cedure-tlmt is, 
if y o u co uld call o ur kind o f fly ing 
no rmal—I fastened the captain 
into his sho ulder harness.

o f U S -h ig h -ten sio n w ires at 8 00 
to 900 feet. I po inted them o u t to 
th e captain as w ell, and again he 
said: “ We’ll be all right.” 
Thar* w as o ne mo re o bstacle to 
o v erco me. As we appro ached Trav is, 
o ur engineer info rmed us thatw e 
were lo sing o ur hy draulic 
The landing gear simply co uldn t 
be lo wered. I hurriedly puahed 
aside my charting desk to let the 
engineer go belo w to release the 
gear, which falls by grav ity , and 
then lo ck it into place. 
Abo ut two minutes befo re to uch­ 
do wn the landing gear was in 
place’and lo cked. While the captain 
made a teardro p turn preparato ry 
to setting the plane do wn—wit 
emergency equipment standing 
y 
- I went back into the cabin o nce 
mo re to make sure that all the pas­ 
sengers were co mply ing withemer- 
gency -landing pro cedure and to help 
ev acuate the plane as quickly —and 
as safely —as po ssible. 


I was fairly certain that the 
landing gear wo uld ho ld up, but as 
a precautio n we to ld the passengers 
to brace themselv es with their 
heads between their knees until the 
plane came to a full sto p. This do ne 
I sat o n the flo o r and braced my self 
against the bulkhead. There were 
no empty seats. 
Ex actly 24 minutes after we had 
left San Francisco , o ur jet thun­ 
dered do wn the field at Trav is and 
came to a halt. Ev ery thing went 
acco rding to the bo o k as the pas­ 
sengers slid safely do wn the emer­ 
gency chutes to the gro und. In fact, 
so me o f them felt so 
they began wo rry ing abo ut tneir 
perso nal po ssessio ns! 
When at last Captain Kimes 
went do wn the emergency chute, 
there was a well-deserv ed ro und o f 
applause fo r him. But the passen­ 
gers co uld hav e applauded them­ 
selv es as well. What a wo nderful 
gro up o f peo ple! 
Until then, I had been to o busy 
to wo rry much abo ut any thing ex ­ 
cept my duties as a co pilo t. No w I 
suddenly tho ught o f my wife Maur­ 
een and my two so ns, Ro nald, 11, 
and Ro bert, 10. 
I didn’t kno w that Maureen had 
already been co ntacted by a Pan 
American crew scheduler. She to ld 
me later that it was a sho ck^to her 
when he asked fo r “ Mrs. Webb. 
Alway s befo re, Pan American em­ 
plo y ees had asked fo r me when they 
called o ur ho me. Maureen said i 
was like receiv ing a telegram fro m 
the War Department. 
Tha craw schadular began by 
telling Maureen : “ Yo ur husband is 
safe. Do n’t pay any attentio n to 
what y o u may hear o n tv o r 
the radio .” And sure eno ugh, a 
few minutes later she heard a re­ 
po rt that we had crashed with a to ­ 
tal lo ss o f life. That repo rt o f 
co urse, co uld be traced to the fact 
that o ur engine had fallen into 
So uth San Francisco —luckily with­ 
o ut injury to any o ne. 
Being British, my wife immedi­ 
ately sat do wn and made herself 
a cup o f tea. It didn’t quite so o the 
her nerv es. When I called her, she 
to ld me that she had stirred in 
salt instead o f sugar! 
It’s to o early to speculate o n the 
cause o f the accident, which is be- 
ing inv estigated by the F A A the 
CAB, and Pan American. Wbats 
impo rtant is that, thro ugh the 
training we receiv ed, the crew func­ 
tio ned as o ne, the passengers be­ 
hav ed with incredible calm, and 
the plane, which ex perts claim 
co uldn’t be flo wn, did fly . ♦

BEFORE the start of 
every major-league 
baseball 
£ame, the umpires gather and hud­ 
dle over a small tin can to perform 
a mysterious ceremony—the rub­ 
bing of the mud! 
'I'he umps take the five dozen baseballs 
which are likely to be used during the game 
and rub them down with mud from the can. 
They do this to de-gloss the balls, thus mak­ 
ing them easier for the pitchers to grip. 
This little-known ritual has been going 
on for a quarter of a century, ever since 
Russel) (Lena) Blackburne, who was in 
baseball 47 years, came up with his special 
magic mud and sold the major leagues on 
using it. 
I visited 78-year-old Russell Blackburne 
recently at his bungalow in Palmyra, N.J., 
to find out about this miracle muck. 
His wife Grace C. answered the door. 
“So you want to see the old stick-in-the- 
mud?” she said. She led me to the basement 
where the former infielder, manager, coach, 
and scout was puttering among the memen­ 
tos of his days on the diamond. 
"I can't be telling w riters all about this 
stuff,” Blackburne scowled. He circled a 
table covered with dozens of trophies, cita­ 
tions, and photographs and then continued 
goou-humoredly: “But I’ll let you in on 
most of it, being as I’m a nice guy.” 
Blackburne put on his black, knee-length 
boots and drove me about a mile to Penn- 
sauken (’reek. “This isn’t the exact spot 
where I get my goo,” he said. “Nobody ever 
will know where that is. But this is close 
enough. Where I get my mud, two streams 
come together. That means the mud is fil­ 
tered twice and is very fine.” 
Blackburne said he does his digging in 
the fall, taking a fishing rod along in case 
the trout are biting. He stores the mud in 
crocks through the winter, then ships it out 
a couple of weeks before spring training. 
Some time between fall and spring, he 
does something special to the mud which 
makes it smooth as cold cream and non­ 
staining. But what he does is top secret. 
After we returned to his basement, 
Blackburne scooped some of his miracle 
mud from a crock and worked the grayish- 
black stuff through a sieve. “This takes out 
any stones,” he said. “They would wreck a 
ball. Of course, umps never let any of this 
mud get into the stitches of a ball. The 
balance would be ruined, and pitchers would 
make the ball perform the aerobatics of a 
horsefiy under a lamp shade.” 
Next, Blackburne showed me how he fills 
one-pound cans with his mud and mails 
them off to the 10 American, 10 National, 
and eight International League clubs. He

also saves a can for the World Series. One 
can lasts a team the entire season. 
Blackburne brushed off my question 
about what he charges the ball clubs, say­ 
ing: “This isn’t a business; it’s a hobby. 
Besides, what I get I share with my wife.” 
Mrs. Blackburne, who at 74 is still a 
lovely woman, smiled an impish smile. 
“True, and you’d better continue doing it,” 
she said. Turning to me, she added: ”1 take 
my girl friends to lunch every year on my 
share. It’s my mud money.” 
Blackburne then told me how he became 
baseball’s only curator of mud. 
In 1939 Harry C. Geisel, an American 
League umpire, complained to Blackburne, 
then a third-base coach for the Philadel­ 
phia Athletics, that the baseballs were too 
slick. A lot of batters were getting hit be­ 
cause pitchers couldn’t control new balls. 
Blackburne tossed this around in his 
mind. A short time later, he was strolling 
along Pennsauken Creek when he noticed 
some mud that seemed to have an unusual 
smoothness. He put a little of it in a can, 
experimented with it, and then took it to 
the ball park and asked Geisel to try it. 
Geisel liked the results. The gloss van­ 
ished, yet the ball didn’t discolor. He spread 
the word. The umps of the American 
League made mud rubbing a must before 
all games. The National and International 
Leagues eventually adopted the practice. 
The mud-rubbing ceremony runs close to 
half an hour when there’s a single game. 
If there’s a double-header, it takes an hour 
to rub 10 dozen balls. 
Blackburne opened a huge closet in a 
corner of his private basement Hall of 
Fame. The uniforms he pulled out told the 
story of his turbulent career. 
He extracted the suit he wore while 
pitching as a kid for his father’s team in 
Palmyra. “Usually I pitched on Saturday 
or Sunday afternoon, and when I didn’t 
win, Dad put me to bed without any sup­ 
per. I soon had only victories,” he §aid. 
Ha showed me the uniform he wore with 
the New England League farm club in 1908 
and the ones he wore later with the Chi­ 
cago White Sox, the Boston Braves, and the 
Philadelphia Phillies. He later was a coach 
with the old St. Louis Browns, the White 
Sox, and in 1933 made his way to Phila­ 
delphia, where he coached the A’s “until 
I got fired out of the game by the Kansas 
City A’s.” 
Baseball has filled Blackburne’s life, and 
it is still on his mind. When I was saying 
good-bye, he sighed and said: “Sure wish 
I was out on that good old diamond.” 
“Don’t be so sentimental, Lena,” put in 
Mrs. Blackburne. “What other guy con­ 
nected with baseball goes fishing to get 
ready for a game?” e

Soupy is the slapstick comic who 
made pie-in-the-face throwing so 
popular that Frank Sinatra, Tony 
Curtis, Burt Lancaster, and other 
Hollywood stars lined up to get a 
meringue of shaving cream shoved 
in their faces. He is the constant 


cut-up who invented a dance step at 
a party which developed into a 
teen-age favorite, the Mouse (his 
records for the dance have sold a 
million copies). And his is the face 
goggling at you from sweatshirts 
and bubble gum. There are now 60 
such items selling at the rate of 
$10 million a year. 
But as his wife for 15 years, let 
me tell you who Soupy Sales really 
is: not the comic kids love and 
adults either hate or love, but the 
thirtyish man with wiry black hair 
who never quite outgrew being 
the “school nut" in our home town 
of Huntington, W. Va. 
His widowed mother ran the lo­ 
cal dry-goods store, and he was 
known as Milton “Soupbone" Hines, 
and his buddies were nicknamed 
“Chickenbone” 
and 
“Hambone.” 
Soupbone studied to be a news­ 
paperman but was more interested 
in show time than deadline. 
We were married in 1950, after 
his graduation from Marshall Col­ 
lege, and he went to work for a 
radio station at $20 a month. “You 
just wait,” he’d promise. “You’ll 
see." I did see, too, but it truly was 
a wait. A good friend of ours man­ 
aged the Huntington station, and 
one day we got terrible news—he’d 
been fired. 
It was a sour moment but, as it 
so happens, the real beginning, too, 
because he landed a job in Cincin­ 
nati and called in Soupy as a disc 
jockey. So we took our first step to 
conquer the hip big cities—and, be­ 
lieve me, using the same clown­ 
ing that slayed them in Huntington. 
Cincinnati? I remember my hus­ 
band changing his name to Sales 
because Soupy Hines sounded “like 
a commercial.” I also remember 
Soupy’s discouragement. He had 
enthusiastically presented an idea 
for a new type of show, a teen-age 
dance program with music and fun. 
“It’ll never go," said the bosses. 
Six months later Dick Clark came 
on with a similar program, and 
“American Bandstand" made show- 
business history. 
We next pocked for Cleveland, 
where a newspaper named Soupy’s 
show “best of the year”—but he 
was fired the following week. “They 
think I’m a nut just because I talk 
loud, make funny faces, and gag up 
a show,” Soupy would say, talking 
loud, making faces, and tossing off 
gags. “Am I a nut?” Certainly not, 
I told him. Doesn't every husband 
act that way after he’s been fired? 
We have good memories of Cleve­ 
land, though. Our oldest boy Tony, 
now 13, was born there and so was 
Soupy’s trademark. He wrote an 
Indian skit which needed a totally 
unexpected climax, and what could 


be more unexpected than a pie fly­ 
ing in from nowhere? 
Soupy wanted to work in Detroit, 
but he couldn’t get a job until a 
station executive there accidentally 
turned on Soupy’s audition tape, 
which had been long-forgotten. We 
moved to Detroit with happy re­ 
sults. Our youngest boy Hunt, now 
11, was born there. Soupy got a net­ 
work show and became one of the 
highest-paid local performers in the 
nation. He worked so hard, though, 
that on one of the rare occasions he 
was home, Tony rushed to him 
with: “Hey, Dad, Soupy Sales is 
on! You gotta see him!” 
After seven years in Detroit, 
Soupy suddenly said: “Look, this is 
great, but when I’m 50, with mort­ 
gage paid and kids raised and sit­ 
ting on my patio, you know what’ll 
I ask myself—‘Could I have made 
it really big?’ " 
So we packed up for Los Angeles, 
and lightning struck when Soupy 
was summoned to the phone for a 
“call from Frank Sinatra." Soupy 
thought it was a practical joke, but 
there came Frankie’s voice saying: 
“Could I be on your show? Not just 
a walk-on. I want the works—pie 
in the face and all." So Sinatra, 
who rates $50,000 a guest appear­ 
ance, came on free—and all Holly­ 
wood followed. 
Soupy became a celebrity. We 
bought a big house, and Soupy had 
time for the boys and his hobby, 
painting. So one day, he said: “You 
know, New York is really big . . .” 
and I began to pack. 
New York was big. It brought 
Soupy to the entire country through 
everything from the Ed Sullivan 
Show to county fairs to campus 
“concerts," where everybody shows 
up with a pie in hand. 
Why do people love Soupy? May­ 
be because he reciprocates bound­ 
lessly and has retained a sense of 
absurdity about adult life, talking 
to such show characters as White 
Fang, the “meanest dog in the 
world,” and tossing off nonsensical 
one-liners such a s : “Show me a dead 
Communist, and I’ll show you a 
Red Skeleton.” 
Anyway the love affair became 
nationwide, and I had just settled 
down in New York when our oldest 
boy announced he had formed a 
rock ’n' roll trio called Tony and 
His Tigers, had cut his first record, 
and “was going places!" Before 
I could get my breath, Soupy 
charged in and said: 
“ I just signed to do five pictures 
for Columbia! We’re going to shoot 
them on location all over the coun­ 
try. Better pack . . .” 
I felt as if I’d just been hit in 
the face with a pie. #
